MADRID, Oct. 6—At the Cabinet 
council tonight, the government de- 
cided to grant autonomy to Cuba un- 
der the suzerainty of Spain and to con- 
tinue ths campaign aS long as may be 
necessary. 

Sefior Gallon, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, explained to the Cabinet the 
position of the diplomatic negotiations 
with the United States. 


_ DEATH TO UNCLE SAM, 


Cheerful War Cry of the Havana 
Spaniards—Americans in Peril. 
{BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE. ] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] The Sun’s Havana special, via 
Key West, says: 

“At 10 o’clock this morning the un- 
compromising merchants in Havana 
closed their stores and the threatening 
groups of Spanish volunteers began 
to march along the streets; crying, 
‘Death to the United States; long live 
Spain! Long live Gen. Weyler! Death 
to traitors;’ 

“Tho whole city is in a state of ter- 
ror. A large mass meeting of Span- 
iards has been called to meet at the 
Casino Espafiol, in honor of Gen. Wey- 
ler. Placards have been pested in all 
streets summoning the loyal Spaniards 
to the Casino, and inciting them to 
firmly support Gen. Weyler, who is, 
the placards say, “The savior of Spain.’ 

“The excitement against the United 
States is so intense that an attack on 
Americans is feared. Cuban families 
are also in great danger. The city 
presents the same aspect of anarchy 
that it bore in 1869 and 1873. If the 
government recalls Weyler, outrages 
upon American citizens and attacks 
upon the American Consulate are al- 
most certain to occur. The mobs that 
are parading the streets are also lift- 
ing their voices against autonomy, and 
the Autonomists themselves, led by 
Sefior Montoro, declare that Weyler 
must not be recalled, and that it is a 
shame for Spain to grant reforms ‘un- 
der the pressure of the United States.’ 

“Gen. Weyler’s factotum and favor- 
ite, Col. Escribano, chief of staff of the 
captain-general, is the man who 
started all this boom for Weyler 
through his agents, sent out into all 
quarters of the city. Gen. Weyler 
himself has publicly declared that he 
‘can neither resign nor accept a recall, 
because he is sure to end the revolu- 
tion in a few weeks.’ ”’ 


DEMONSTRATION AT HAVANA, 


After a Parade Deputations Call on 
Weyler—His Reply. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

HAVANA, Oct. 6—[By Central 
American Cable.] In spite of Capt.- 
Gen. Weyler’s prohibition, a notable 
demonstration took place here today 
in his honor. The Bourse was closed, 
as were also the principal stores and 
the tobacco and other manufactories. 
All the main streets were gaily decor- 
ated. The various processions united 
at Central Park, and: then moved to- 
gether to the plaza in front of the 
Captain-General’s palace, where as 
many as 20,000 people were gathered. 
Several bands discoursed patriotic mu- 
sic. The plaza and the thoroughfares 
leading into it were densely crowded, 

A number of deputations went to the 
palace, where they were received by the 
Captain-General. According to the of- 
ficial accounts, they assured him that 
it was the desire of all the loyal in- 
habitants of the island that he should 
continue at the head of the govern- 
ment and carry on the campaign 
against the insurgents, They also ex- 
pressed ‘confidence that. the Madrid 
government was inspired with alto- 
gether too high designs for the wel- 
fare of the country to withdraw the 
illustrious chief who had subjugated 
the insurrection.”

Testimony tor Luetgert

Witnesses Who “Saw” His Wife 
Ate Denounced.

Prosecution Gets in Strongly Against 
the Defense — Emma Schimpke 
Shows Her Testimony Was Mis- 
understood—Wisconsin Woman.

CHICAGO, Oct. 6.—The testimony in 


the Luetgert trial was more interesting 


to the general public than it has been 
at any time for the past two weeks. 
The dry technical evidence of the ex- 
perts gave way to impeachment evi- 
dence offered by the State against the 
witnesses for the defense, who had 
stated on the stand that Mrs. Luetgert 
had been seen in. the vicinity of Ken- 
osha, Wis., within a few days after the 
murder is said to have been committed. 
Several of those who claimed to have 
seen the woman around Kenosha fared 
badly at the hands of their neighbors, 
and Witness Scholey, the principal wit- 
ness for the defense on the Kenosha 
story, had his character torn into 
shreds. One of his neighbors who tes- 
tified against him said he did not know 
what was meant by Scholey’s “verac- 
ity,” but made himself clear in the next 
breath by adding: “I do know, though, 
that Scholey is no good.” 
Evidence was introduced to show that 
Luetgert had not put any grease or 
chipped bone into his vats for making 
soap on the night of . May 1, as his 
business partner, William Charles, had 
testified, because it had all been carted 
away on the morning before. It was 
also shown that Luetgert had no occa- 
sion to make any soap, for when the 
factory was seized by a deputy sheriff 
several days after the murder is said 
to have been committed, a great many 
barrels of soap belonging to him were 
found in the basement of the factory. 


evidence that had been produced by 
the defense on her testimony was the 
result of a misunderstanding of her 
story. On direct examination she had 
Stated that she saw Luetgert and his 
wife going toward the sausage factory 
at 10:30 o’clock the night of May 1. She 
was asked upon cross-examination 
she had not testified to seeing Luetgert 
and his wife on May 23.

Evidence Against Two Colored Wo- 
men of Camden, N. J.

Mary Sammon and Mrs. Jennie Layton, 
two colored women, were arrested to- 
day on suspicion of being concerned in 
the deaths of three children, all of 
whom. died under circumstances re- 

quiring a coroner’s certificate. 

The matter first came to Coroner 
Lippincott’s attention today when he 
was called to the women’s home in con- 
nection with the death of Joseph Breck- 
enridge, aged 2 years, a foster child of 
Mrs. Sammon. The _ boy’s lips and 
hands showed what looked like car- 
bolic-aeid burns. Mrs. Sammon _ said 
the boy had been treated for diphtheric 
sore throat, and denied having admin- 
istered any poison. In view of -the 
past deaths at the house and the pres- 
ent suspicious circumstances, the Cor- 
oner ordered the arrest of both women. 

After investigation it was learned 
that all of Mrs. Layton’s five children 
had died, and a coroner’s certificate 
was required in each instance. The 
Coroner said he was called to the house 
on September 17, and gave a certificate

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

KANSAS CITY, Oct. 6.—Bandits held 
up the Chicago and Alton train tonight 
at a point less than six miles from 
Kansas City. The robbery is the third 
occurring on. that road within a year, 
all within fifteen miles of this city. 

The Chicago and St. Louis express: 
Which pulled out of the Union Depot 
at 8:20 o’clock this evening, was 
Stopped by eight .masked men at Ev- 
anston, a suburban stopping place just 
beyond Washington Park. Evanston 
is about eight miles nearer to Kansas 
City than Blue Cut, made celebrated 
by the notorious James gang, and 
which was the scene of two previeus 
robberies on the Chicago. and Alton 
within a year, one on December 23 last 
and one on October 23 last. 

The train was stopped at the Evan- 
ston siding by the explosion of tor- 
pedoes which had been: placed on the 
track. When the conductor and brake. 
men went out to ascertain the cause 
of the trouble they were covered with 
revolvers in the hands of four of the 
eight, road agents. The other four 
quickly covered the engineer and fire- 
man. The brakémén were compelled 
to uncouple the baggage and express 
cars from the passsenger coaches, 
While this was being done, one of the 
robbers busied himself by going through 
the pockets of Conductor Graves, who 
was relieved of $22 in coin. 

In the meantime, the bandits at the 
head of the train had ordered En- 
gineer Voliette and his fireman to climb 
down out of their cab. Engineer Vol- 
lette hesitated until a pistol ball was 
sent whistling by his ears. He and the 
fireman, after this persuasion, climbed 
down quickly, and two of the robbers 
immediately took their places. The 
others of the bandit crowd jumped 
aboard the express cars. 

This part of the train they ran,up 
the track toward Independence, Mo., 
about a quarter of a mile. There they 
compelled the frightened messenger to 
open the door of his car. The door 
once opened, they dragged the messen- 
ger out by the legs, throwing him to 
the ground, and then took his gun 
away from him. The messenger was 
then compelled to walk back toward 
the other portion of the train. -After 
securing complete possession of the en- 
igine and the baggage and express 
cars, the bandits placed twenty-four 
sticks of dynamite upon the big 
through safe, and then lifted the smal- 
ler way safe upon top of it. They ap- 
plied the fuse and the match, and then 
evidently waited for the explosive to 
reveal to them the treasure for which 
so much had been risked. 

But, for some reason, the explosive 
did not go off, and from subsequent de- 
velopments, it is evident that dynamite 
had great terrors for the men who were 
not afraid to run the ordinary risks of 
.train-robbery. It is clear. that they 
were afraid to return to the express 
car, for, after waiting a few minutes 
for the expected explosion, they hur- 
riedly left the place, running into the 
underbrush whickK skirts the railway 
in that section. 

The trainmen,: who had been left be- 
hind with the passenger coaches, po- 
litely waited a reasonable length of 
time for the robbers to complete their 
work, and then ran ahead to the en- 
zine and the two cars. After some de- 
lay—for they, too, were afraid of the 
dynamite—they succeeded in lifting 
down ‘the small safe and throwing out 
the dynamite. The engine was then 
run back to the rest of the train and 


_}ecoupled on, and, after a full two hours’ 


delay, the express resumed the journey 
toward St. Louis. 

The passengers, especially the ladies, 
were very much frightened, and when 
the robbers began shooting at Engineer 


Vollette, there was a wild scramble in 
all the coaches. Diamonds, jewelry 
and other valuables were hidden in 


every place conceivable in a passenger 
coach. 

Two Chicago and 
were on the train. Both were badly 
scared, and neither of them put in an 
arpearance outside of their coach un- 
til it was all over. General Superin-

tendent W. E. Gray was also on ,the 
train. 

The express Messenger Was not only 
roughly handled by the road agents, 
but was robbed of $81 from his private 
purse. The passengers’ made up a 


purse of $25 and gave to him. 

County Marshal Chiles and several 
deputies, as well as a squad of city po- 
llice, left for the scene of the robbery 
about. midnight on a special train. 
There seems to be little chance of their 
overtaking any of the robbers, as it is . 
believed the gang, by scattering and 
coming in one at a time, will have lit- 
tle trouble in getting back into Kan- 
sas City or Independence.

IT IS LYING PRETTY WELL OVER 
THE FAR EAST. 


The Orient and Britain Are Won- 
dering What May be the Pur- 
pose of the Russians — Large 
Army and Aggressive Move- 
ments, 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 


TACOMA, October 6.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] Oriental cities, and Brit- 
ish interests in particular, are 


greatly interested in Russia’s aggres- 
sive movements in the far East, which 
are gathering momentum with each 
month. These aggressions are of two 
kinds, diplomatic and military. Ori- 
ental advices received today state that 
100,000 Russian soldiers are now massed 
on the frontier near Viadivostok. This 
news is confirmed from Japanese 
sources. The need of all these soldiers 


| is not understood in the Orient, but 


it is supposed that they are considered 
desirable as a means of backing up 
diplomatic moves in progress in Ko- 
rea, Japam and China. 

This is a much larger force than Rus- 
sia has ever had before in Siberia and 
necessitates forts to provide for them. 
Russian agents have just purchased 
an immense quantity of rice at Shang- 
hai and Saigon for shipment to Vla- 
divostok. Detachments of troops are 
to be stationed in Manchuria during 
the building of the Trans-siberian rail- 
way through that Chinese province. 
It is announced that under the Rus- 
sian-Chinese convention Russia is to 
have general police control of the dis- 
trict through which the railroad passes, 
This is one of the things to which the 
British and Japanese interests are ob- 
jecting. It is probable that similar 
control will be granted Russia along 
the southern extension of the railroad 
through China proper to an open port 
which will become Russia’s great naval 
station. 

Russia is considered today the con- 
trolling power in Korea, as well as 
Manchuria and the Liao-Tong penin- 
sula, and it is pointed out that she 
now seeks similar power in both China 
and Japan. When the special Russian 
ambassadors who brought gifts from 
the Czar to the Emperor, were in 
Peking recently, they offered to China 
the services of Russian officers to drill 
the Chinese army free of all expense. 
This was one of Russia’s diplomatic 
moves, but it failed because China 
diplomatically declined on the plea that 
the soldiers might be unwilling to 
obey the foreign officers. 


AMERICAN BOTTOMS. 


Navy Departmeut a Study 
of the Merchant Marine. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Oct. 6 — A dispatch 
from Washington says: 

“The Navy Department has sent let- 
ters to the leading steamship agents 
whose vessels have American registry, 
asking for information as to the dis- 
placement, speed and general adapta- 
bility of the vessels for war purposes. 
All ships of great tonnage now built 
in this country are now so constructed 
that they would readily meet the re- 
quirements of the navy as auxiliary 
cruisers, should their service be re- 
quired. The navy at present carries 
on its list vessels that would be availa- 
ble as commerce-destroyers in war- 
time the names of forty-two ships, 
thirty-two of which are on the At- 
lantic Coast, six on the Pacific and 
four on the Great Lakes. 

“Chief Constructor Hichborn, under 
whose direction plans are being drawn 
by which the St. Louis type of vessels 
could be converted into formidable 
modern auxiliary cruisers, estimates 
that he can send the St. Louis to sea 
in three weeks fully equipped with an 
effective battery and with the vitals 
well protected by a system of coal- 
bunkers. He estimates that the navy 
now has about one dozen ships which 
could .be quickly converted under the 
plans already perfected, and the others 
could be made in a little more time. 

“He anticipates that at least five 
years will be required to draw plans 
for the full list of vessels carried on 
the list of merchant ships that could 
be used for war purposes, and by that 
time rifles will have been delivered at 
the navy yard for every one of such 
ships. 

“Capt. O’Neill the ordnance chief, 
will, in his annual report, now in 
course of preparation, urge that $500,- 
000 be provided with which to manu- 
facture guns for reserve purposes. 
These guns, he proposes locating at 
New York, League Island and Nor- 
folk, with carriages and equipment 
complete, so that they can be mounted 
on shipboard at short notice.” 


FRAUD OR FACTS?

Near South Indian. 


THREE SETTLEMENTS GONE. 


SEVEN GIRLS PERISH AT SOUTH 
DAKOTA’S STATE SCHOOL. 


Detroit the Scene of Considerable 
Destruction—Flames Break Out 
in the Operahouse and Gut 
Other Buildings. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

OTTAWA, Oct. 6.—Five bodies have 
been recovered near South Indian, as 
a result of the forest fires. They are 
those of Mrs. Leavitt, Mrs. Stiles, her 
sister, and Mrs. Leavitt’s two chil- 
dren, one an infant and the other 2 
years old. The women rushed from 
their house to escape to the clearing, 
but the smoke surrounded them, they 
missed their way and ran into the 
flames. Had they remained in their 
dwelling house in South Indian they 
would have been perfectly safe, as it 
was not touched by the fire. 

Two or three houses are all fhat is 
left of a thriving village at South In- 
dian. Two houses and a hotel aré all 
that remain of Casselman. The village 
of Cheney is obliterated. Sixty of the 
most destitute were brought to this 
city this afternoon, and the others 
are being provided for at farm houses 
and elsewhere. 

LATER:—<Another victim has been 
added to the list of those who perished 
in the fire at South Indian. Mrs. La- 
croix, a widow, was found dead some 
distance from where the village once 
stood, burned to death. 

A special train was sent from Ottawa 
with provisions for the sufferers. 

AFTERNOON ACCOUNT. 

[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
OTTAWA (Ont.,) Oct. 6.—The Atlan- 
tic Railroad has not yet been able to 
get a train to Casselman on account 
of a fire which has started in that 
vicinity and which raged all night. 
Three villages, Casselman, South In- 


dian and Cheney were swept away. 


The train which arrived at Cassel- 
man at noon yesterday from Montreal, 
bound for Ottawa, kept dodging the 
fire all night, reaching here this morn- 
ing. Early this morning the people of 
CasseIman, about five hundred, were 
reported as huddled together on rocks 
on the river without sufficient clothing 
or anything to eat. At South Indian, 
which has a population of 500, only 
three or four houses were standing. 
South Indian is’ several miles from 
Casselman. Cheney is also near South 
Indian. The fire covered a distance of 
about twenty-five miles.

SEVEN LIVES LOST. 


Girls’ Dormitory at South Dakota’s 
Industrial School, Consumed. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PLANKINTON (S. D.,) Oct. 6.—One 
of the worst disasters in the history of 
the State occurred last night at mid- 
night, when seven: lives were lost by 
the burning of the girls’ dormitory at 
the State Industrial School. .The dead 
are:

The burned structure was of wood, 
three stories in height, and was but re- 
cently completed. 
The origin of the fire is unknown. 
The watchman saw the flames burst- 
ing from the upper windows while he 
was in a building some distance away. 
There was no fire-fighting apparatus at 
the school, and the buildings being over 
a mile from town, no aid could be ren- 
dered. In a short time the entire an- 
nex was enveloped in flames, and in 
less than twenty minutes from the 
time the fire was first seen, the build- 
ing was destroyed. Nothing whatever 
was saved: There were about twenty- 
five persons in the school, who escaped 
in their nightclothes with the greatest 
difficulty. 

Search for the bodies was commenced 
as soon as possible, and late this after- 
noon all had been recovered and will 
be immediately buried. Each body was 
burned beyond recognition. The loss 
on the building is $25,000. 


DETROIT CONFLAGRATION. 


Operahouse and Two Other Large 
Buildings Quickly Disappear.

The rear of the ten-story building 
occupied by the H. Leonard Furnj- 
ture Company, was next ablaze, and 
nothing of the structure or contents 
remains but the steel frame. 

The four-story building of the 
Mitchell Table Supply Company, east 
of the theater, was gutted and par- 
tially destroyed, and several other 
buildings were slightly damaged. 

At 2:30 a.m. the fire had been con- 
fined practically to the above pbuilq- 
ings. The losses have not yet heen 
approximated, but it is believed they 
will reach in. the vicinity of $250,009.

BIG FIRE AT THE UNION STOCK 
YARDS IN CHICAGO, 


Five Hundred Equines Nearly All 
Safely Removed from the Dexter 
Pavilion—Business Houses and 
Dwellings Go Down in the Fire. 
Five Men Receive Injuries. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Oct. 6. — Fanned by a 
strong wind from the west, a fire broke 
out in the Dexter Park Pavilion at the 
Union Stock Yards this afternoon, 
spread to the district between Union 
avenue and Halstead street and Forty- 
third and Forty-fourth, demolishing 
business houses and residences. 

The worst sufferers among the resi- 
dents were those living along Halstead 
street between Forty-third and Forty- 
fourth streets. Business houses and 
residences alike, all of them frame 
structures, furnished ready material 
for the flames, which raged from 3 
o’clock until 5 o’clock and then yielded 
to the vigorous work of the fire depart- 
ment. A number of persons were in- 
jured during the fight with the flames, 
and one man, according to an employé 
of the stock yards, was burned to 
death. The list of injured: 

PATRICK CASEY, employé of the 
Stock yards. 

MAURICE MALONEY, fireman, 
overcome by smoke and heat; will re- 
cover. 

P. F. SHEARN, broken leg. 

HENRY WALSH, employé of stock 
yards, slightly burned. 

WILLIAM DONAHUE, fireman, in- 
jured by falling timber; will recover. 

The main horse market is an im- 
mense frame structure, covered by a 
huge dame. It was only a short dis- 
tance from the pavilion, and had it 
caught it would have meant the de- 
Struction of the greater part of the 
stock yards. The pavilion contained 
500 horses, and it was with the great- 
est difficulty that they were rescued. 

Patrick Casey, an employé of the 
stock yards, discovered the fire, and, 
after turning in the alarm, ran with 
three companions into the pavilion to 
release the horses. Many of them were 
in pens and it was an easy matter to 
turn them loose, but a very different 
thing to get them out of the building. 
Casey and his companions narrowly 
escaped being trampled to death by 
the maddened animals as they endeav- 
ored to drive them through the doors. 
Casey was knocked down once and 
badly bruised, and Henry Walsh, who 
was also trying to release the horses, 
was injured in the same manner. 
Neither man was seriously injured, 
however. 

It was found impossible to get a sin- 
gle horse to leave the pavilion until 
the men by main strength dragged one 
through the doorway, and then the 
others followed rapidly. The flames 
spread so rapidly that not all of them 
could be saved, but it is not thought 
that.many were burned. 

LATER:—The chief losses are: Dex- 
ter Park Pavilion, consisting of eight 
barns, $50,000; feed in barns, $6000; 
freight cars belonging to the Union 
Stock Yards and Transit Company,, 
and the Chicago and Alton road, $10,- 
000. Twenty-eight residences and 
stores were damaged by the flames, the 
loss in each instance being small. 

During the progress of the fire, the 
wildest excitement prevailed in its vi- 
cinity. People dragged their belong- 
ings out upon the sidewalks and began 
loading them into wagons, wheelbar- 
rows and anything else that could be 
utilized to carry them away. The 
body of the unknown man who was 
burned to death while attempting to 
save the horses was not recovered to- 
night. 

Rachael Cohn, a young child, is sup- 
posed to have been burned to death. 
She was left alone in her home, and 
could not be found afterward. 


BRITAIN DECLINES. 


Thinks Russia and Japan Have no 
Interests in Seals. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


LONDON, Oct. 6.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The officials of the British 
Foreign Office have communicated to 
United States Ambassador Hay the 
final decision that Great Britain must 
refuse to participate in any confer- 
ence with the representatives of Rus- 
sia and Japan. The British govern- 
ment, however, asserts its willingness 
to confer with the United States alone, 
but insists that Russia and Japan 
are not interested in Bering Sea 
seals to a degree entitling them to 
representation at the conference, 

Hon. John W. Foster makes public 
the names of the following delegates, 
who are to represent the Russian gov- 
ernment at the conference: Councillor 
Martens of the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs and professor of international 
law in the University of St. Peters- 
burg; Court Councillor P. Bolkine of 
the Russian diplomatic service, for- 
merly attached to the legation of that 
country at Washington, and Councillor 
of State Brebitsky, Governor of the 
commandery at Seal Islands. 

SPARRING FOR WIND.

WOMAN IN THE CASE. — 


QUEEN VICTORIA THE OPPONENT 
OF HOME RULE. 


She Ignored Her Premier Gladstone 
and Confided Her Woes to Poet 
Laureate Tennyson—Astonishing 
Disclosures Just Made Public. 


{ASSOUIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] _ 

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—A copyright 
cablegram from London to the Even- 
ing Post says: 

“No little talk has been aroused in 
political circles today over passages of 
Tennyson’s biography which 
nearly all the reviewers purposely or 
accidentally overlooked. These pas- 
Sages, in letters between Lord Ten- 
nysonm and the Queen, furnish the first 
direct evidence of the Queen’s active 
hostility to the policy of her then con- 
Stitutional advisors, and quite upset 
the notion that the Queen has become 
the mere echo of her ministers’ views. 

“It is a well-known fact that the 
letters are now published by the delib- 
erate wish of Her Majesty. This lends 
peculiar interest and importance to 
the disclosure, suggesting either her 
belief that Irish home rule is dead be- 
yond recall, though Mr. John Morley 
has this week again nailed the home- 
rule colors to the Liberal mast, or else 
her fixed determination to withhold 
her acceptance of any such legislative 
change. 

“Mr. Gladstone was the Prime Min- 
ister in June, 1885, by the constitution, 
the recipient of her political confi- 
dences, yet she was at this time writ~ 
ing to Lord Tennyson on political top- 
ics in a letter which is yithheld, but 
which, as Lord Tennyson’s reply sug- 
gests, was in opposition to Mr. Glad. 
Stone’s views. 

“Again in April, 1886, two days after 
Mr. Gladstone, again as the Queen’s 
first minister, introduced the Home- 
rule Bill in the Commons, the Queen

to politics, but I know what your feel- 
ings must be,’ which Lord Tennyson 
accepts in his reply as a reference 
to ‘the disastrous policy of the day,’ 
and declares he would die rather than 
see ‘the rebellious royalosts of Ulster 
repressed.’

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 6.—Late this 
afternoon the Supreme Court rendered 
its decision in the tax-levy case. This 
involved the question as to which of the 
levies respectively adopted by the 
members of the ousted Board of Su- 
pervisors and the new board, jointly 
appointed by Gov. Budd and Mayor 
Phelan, should be accepted by the 
Auditor. It was ordered that the writ 
of mandate applied for by Supervisor 
Morton to compel the Auditor to_recog- 
nize that adopted by the ousted board 
be granted. 

This decision is generally accepted 
as paramount to the reinstatement of 
the old Board of Supervisors, ending 
its appeal from the decision of Judge 
Wallace ousting its members from of- 
fice for malfeasance, in having failed 
to fix the water rates within the time 
Specified by law. 

The decision was written by Hen- 
shaw and signed by all the justices 
except Garoutte, who filed a separate 
concurring opinion, making the court 
unanimous on the main issue, differing 
only in the manner of expressing its 
vews. 


CONTRABAND LIQUORS. 


Seizure Made by Revenue Officers at 
San Francisco. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 6.—A seizure 
of liquors and bitters has been made 
by revenue officers in the rectifying de- 
partment of E. G. Lyons & Co.’s wine 
and liquor warehouse, which means on 
its face the abolishment of the cusitom 
by which domestic wines and liquors 
are placed on the market under foreign 
names and trademarks. 

The liquors seized were labeled “‘Cur- 
acoa, Amsterdam,” and ‘“Pousse Café, 
Bordeaux,” in addition to E. G. Lyons 
& Co.’s regular trademark. The bitters 
figured as ‘‘Orange Bitters, London, 
Eng.” It was the use of the names of 
foreign cities which placed the goods 
in the contraband list. It is said that 
the liquors were all manufactured in 
San Francisco. 


HIS SALARY CUT, 


Storekeeper Sinnott Had to Divide 
with Collector Welburn.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 6.—The 
principal witness for the prosecution to- 
day in the case against O. M. Wel- 
burn, the deposed Collector of Internal 
Revenue, charged with embezzlement, 
was Thomas F. Sinnott, a storekeeper 
appointed by the defendant.

Jaan Vierra Did not Kick in Jose 
Lopes’s Door.

SAN LUIS OBISPO, Oct. 6.—José 
Lopez tonight in self-defense shot and 
instantly killed Juan Vierra. Vierra 
was a Portuguese fisherman, about 65 
years of age, and a man of considerable 
means. For some time he had been 
in the habit of visiting the Lopez 
family when he was in liquor, where 
he was not welcome. 

This evening he made one of his un- 
jdesirable calls. Lopez was at home, 
having recently returned from an ab- 
sence in the country.

The bullet hit him in the center of 
the forehead. 

Lopez went at once to the Sheriff 
and gave himself up, and the Coroner 
was called and took charge of the 
corpse. 


SHIPPING FRUIT ABROAD. 


California Dealers Report a Greatly- 
improved Market. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 6.—Secre- 
tary Filcher of the State Board of 
Trade has received letters from many 
handlers of California dried fruits, in- 
dicating a decided improvement in 
shipments to Europe. Orders from 
Germany are reported to be . three 
times as large as last year, with prom- 
ise of a continuous demand. Great 
Britain’s purchases are also far in ex- 
cess of last year. ‘ 

From San José comes the informa- 
tion that while only seventy-six car- 
loads were shipped to the Old World 
direct in 1896, it is estimated that at 
least 300 cars of dried fruit and from 
100 to 150 cars of canned fruit will 
be sent from the Santa Clara Valley 
to Europe this year. 

As a result of the Hamburg exposi- 
tion Los Angeles claims that eight 
carloads of fruit were shipped from 
that point this year. 


SHOT FOR A BURGLAR. 


Dow Callahan Mortally Wounded at 
His Friend’s Door.

SALINAS, Oct. 6.—Through a mis- 
taken idea that he was a burglar, Dow 
Callahan was shot and fatally wounded 
by his friend, John Wilmoth, tonight. 

Callahan and Bruce Van Scoy started 
on a hunting trip at dark this even- 
ing, and after driving four miles 
stopped in front of Wilmoth’s house, 
intending to spend the night with 
him. They fired off a gun to wake 
Wilmoth up, and then approached the 
door. As Callahan put his hand on 
the knob, Wilmoth, believing his visitor 
was a thief, shot from the inside, the 
ball passing through the door panel.

THE RAND MINES. 


NEW COMPLICATION RISES IN THE 
LITIGATION, 


Frederic Mooers Files a Complaint 
in Intervention to Recover His 
Interest and Heavy Damages. 
Unique Business Methods of Mrs, 
Mooers. 


A complaint in intervention filed 
yesterday in the Randsburg mines suit 
new pending in the Federal! court, 
holds a revelation of the odd business 
methods of at least one woman, for 
it tells the story of a mining interest 
jJuggied about until the original owner 
has been obliged to call in judicial 
aid to find out where he stands, and 
what he owns. 

The intervention is made in the al- 
ready well-known suit of the Rand 
Mountain Mining Company vs. the 
Sunlight Gold Mining Company, Rose 
L. Burcham, C. A. Burcham, John 
Singleton, Patrick Reddy, J. C. Camp- 
bell and W. H. Metson. The inter- 
venor is Frederic M. Mooers, one of 
the original discoverers of the famous 
group of Rand mines, who now sues 
to recover his interest in the property. 

By the first count in the complaint, 
Movers sues Reddy, Camp hell and Met- 
son for a reconveyance of his share 
in the mine. In 1895, Reddy, Campbell 
and Metson, for legal services ren- 
dered in clearing up the title to the 
property, received a deed to. one- 
fourth interest In the mines, on con- 
dition that they performed their part 
in a contract which was then entered 
inte. Mocers now alleges that this 
contract wae not carried out. He ot- 
fers to pay his share of what the court 
may consider a just compensation for 
the services of the lawyers, but § de- 
mands the reconveyance of his interest 


in the mining property handed over, 
which interest amounts One 
twelfth of the whole. In addition, 


Mooers prays for damages in the sum 
of $10,000, for the alleged injury done 
him in clouding hie title and harassing 
him with long and tedious litigation. 
The really interesting portion of the 
complaint, though, comes in the sec- 
end part, where Mooers sete forth in 
full his remarkable business transac, 
tienes with the wife of his hosem. 
That lady had left the shelter of 
Mooers’s roof eighteen long years he- 


fore the discovery of the Rand mines, 
and was living in New York when 
Mooers made his big strike. He 


promptly wrote to her, telling her of 
his rich diecovery, and asked her to 
in him in California. Mre. Mooers 


ont no time in accepting the invita. 
tion, and it te alleged that, in order 
to be ready for all emergencies, she | 
thriftily provided herself with a deed | 
conveying to herself Mooers'’s entire | 
interest In the Rand mines. The deed |

CRANDALL MUST ANSWER FOR 
THE KILLING OF BOWMAN. 


Prosecution Introdaces Evidence to 
Show That Threats Had Been 
Made by Him. 


‘COURTROOM. 


WEDDED IN THE 
PRISONER 18 MARRIED AFTER BE- 
ING HELD WITHOUT BAIL. 


The Ceremony Performed Unob- 
served by the Bystanders—A 
Needless Plot to 
Dreaded Testimony. 


The preliminary examination of 
Frank DeWitt Crandall, charged with 
the murder of Jack Bowman at 
Ballona on September 14, was held yes- 
terday before Justice A. M. Guidinger 
in Santa Monica. Crandall was held 
without bail on the charge of murder. 
Deputy District-Attorney W. P. James 
appeared for the people, and M. Ww. 
Conklin and W. H. Shinn represented 
the defendant. Crandall was taken 
from the County Jail in charge of Un- 
der Sheriff Clements. 

The evidence submitted was much 
the same as that taken at the Coro- 
ner’s inquest. Henry Brenerman of 
No. 125 San Pedro street, this city, 
described how on the day of the fatal 
shooting, he drove down to Ballona 
with the defendant. They arrived there 
between 10 and 11 a.m., and Crandall 
stepped down to the beach and asked 
Bowman for a pair of suspenders. 
The latter delivered them, and soon 
Crandall and Bowman began a quar- 
rel. Bowman laid hands on Crandall 
and the latter jumped back and com- 
menced firing a pistol at Bowman, who 
turned and ran. Crandall fired four 
shots, and Bowman ran only about 
thirty steps before he fell, and died 
a few minutes later. 

. K. Hyman and Joseph Hoag- 
land gave testimony corroborating that 
of Brenerman. Constable Brakesuhiler, 
who made the arrest, told practically 
the same story as he told to the Coro- 
ner’s jury. In addition thereto he 
said that when Bowman had fallen, 
Crandall remarked that while the first 
shot must have hit the man in front 
it was probably one of those in the 
rear that had done the fatal work. 
On cross-examination Brakesuhler 
testified that after the shooting Cran- 
dali eaid he was no match for Bow- 
man, and was not going to “scrap” 
with him.

THE TARIFF AND WOOL Among 
the good effects of the new tariff has 
been an increase in the value of weol 
and sheep, to the extent of about 125 
per cent. Some of the Los Angeles 
sheep men have taken the opportunity 
of this rise to dispose of stocks of wool 
which have been accumulating for a 
couple of years. 


LOSING MONEY ON WINE. The 
unfortunate fight between the wine- 
growers and the large shippers still 
continues. It is said that such deep 
cutting has been done at New Orleans 
that every carload of California wine 
sent to that market, which is the prin- 
cipal market of the United States, and 
governs the price elsewhere, involves 
a loss of $100 a carload to the shipper. 


TRY. A few years ago the boot and 
shoe manufacturers of San Francisco 
made over 60 per cent. of the stock 
used on this Coast. Today it is said 
that almost 90 per cent. of the boots 
and shoes used here are imported from 
the East. The Commercial Bulletin of 
San Francisco has the following on this 
subject: 

“The history of the deciine in the 
manufacture of boots and shoes began 
with the discriminating freight rates 
from the East that were inaugurated 
through the influence of the now hap- 
pily-deceased Traffic Association. This 
opened the way for the loquacious 
eastern drummer, who induced the 
dealers to fill up on the last season's 
rejected stocks. And they have heen 
keeping up the practice even to the 
present day. The shelves of nearly 


every retail store in the State are con- 


stantly filled with the goods that are 
refused in the East. Over half the 
stock in California today is composed 
of such goods. There are few new 
style shoes in the market at any time 

the year, excepting those that come 
Many of 
r manufacturers have been obliged 


‘to retail their wares in order to en- 


‘able them to keep their machinery and 
hands in operation. It is no wonder 
then that labor is constantly compet- 


ing with labor here, and our merchants | 


are constantly crying hard times. They 
themselves are at fault. Possibly, 
‘thoughtlessly and heedlessly so, but 
they are at fault just the same. If 
they desire to keep prosperity at home, 
they must patronize the labor that is 
here. They must equalize conditions 
so that our local manufacturers can 
sel] to them in equally as large quan- 
tities as they are willing to purchase 
in the East. Price will cut no figure 
then, for if all conditions are equalized, 
our manufacturers cannot only meet 
the competition but cut under the price 
as well, in many instances, giving the 
trade the benefit of having the latest 
and newest styles. This self-same 
in various lines of 
manufacture. If California is to be- 
come great, her labor must be em- 
ployed, and if her people wish io be 
fashionable, her storekeepers must keep 
stock that is up-to-date.” 
GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
PURE FOOD EXPOSITION. A 
pure-food exposition opens today in 
the store of J. R. Newbé Co., on 
Spring street, a portion of the store 
having been set apart for this purpose. 
Among tke exhibitors is the Alami- 
tos Sugar Refining Company. Con- 
sumers in this section are some- 
what prejudiced against beet sugar. 
It is said that this prejudice is un- 
warranted. It devolves upon the re- 
fineries to demonstrate this, and they 
intend to do so by showing that their 
sugar is chemically pure and is be- 
ing used in the most delicate confec- 
tionery. A competent candy-maker has 
been employed, who will work up Ala- 
mitos sugar into the most attractive 
form of candy, jam, jelly, preserves, 
etc. There will also be displays .of 
local jams and jellies, California olives, 
meat extracts and other local products. 
All who are interested in the subject 
of home production should visit this 
exhibition while it is open. 


SAN PEDRO OIL OUTLOOK. W. 
L. Watts, the field assistant of the 
State Mining Bureau, has returned 
from San Pedro, where he has been en- 
gaged several weeks in examining the 
oil formations. He will probably return 
today ty Chino, to resume his investi- 
gation of the oil territory in the Puente 
hills. 

Mr. Watts, when questioned by a 
representative of The Times, stated 
that in his opinion the outlook for pro- 
ductive oil wells on the San Pedro 


_ peninsula is not good. Two wells have 


been sunk near the town, but no oil 
has been struck.While he did not meet 
with encouragement in his search for 
oil-bearing formation, he found the 
section immediately surrounding San 
Pedro a most interesting one from a 
geclogical point of view. 

The bituminous shales are much 
breken. There is a remnant of over- 
lying formation at Point Firmin, 
which is saturated with petroleum, 
probably by the natural distillation, 
which the shales have undergone. On 
the summit of San Pedro Mountain, 
are eruptive rocks, which Mr. Watts 
thinks might be of value in the con- 
struction of the breakwater. 

The geological formation of the north- 
ern portion of the peninsula is much 
broken. There are numerous dykes 
and fissures filled with what. appears 
to be eruptive rock. Both near the 
Summit and around San Pedro Moun- 
tain are deposits of diatomaceous 
earth, which may some day be of com- 
mercial value. At present this earth is 
utilized as an absorbent of nitro- 
glycerine in manufacturing dynamite; 
also as a polish powder. . 

In conversing regarding the remarka- 
ble broken character of the rock for- 
mations in California, Mr. Watts gave 
expression to the opinion that. this 
arrangement of nature is a most ad-

vantageous one for California. Were 
all clear sailing, from a _ geological 
point of view, it would be an_ easy 
thing for big corporations to send a 
few experts through the country, and 
gobble up all the oil-yielding terri- 
tory. As it is, they cannot do this. 
Mr. Watts believes that it will take 
generations to map out and develop 
the oijl-yielding territory of California. 
He finds this a most interesting field 
to work in, as he is a pioneer in this 
line of investigation in Southern Cali- 
fornia,

One calls for a line 
covering the entire city from Seventeenth 
street to Chestnut avenue and from Baker 
street to the Southern California Railway, ‘at 
a total cost of $60,000. The total length of 
such a system would be 103,860 feet, and 
at the outlet would be constructed a filter 
bed according to latest designs. The line 
would be constructed of 6, 8, 10 and 12-inch 
vitrified pipe, and would be provided with 
every equipment necessary to dispose of the 
sewage. 

It is not thought best to adopt such an 
elaborate system as this, the other plan is 
recommended. The cost of this would be 
something near $40,000, but would include 
a smaller portion of the city than that pro- 
vided by the other plan. The board is rather 
disposed to place the limit at $40,000, pro- 
vided an arrangement can be made for dis- 
posing of the bonds only as they are wanted. 
If the entire issue of bonds must be sold 
at the time they are issued, a smaller 
amount will be called for. 

The question that is really before the Trus- 
tees is whether it is best to vote bonds for 
the entire system and lay down the lines 
as they are wanted, or to construct an 
outfall for a small part of the city and vote 
bonds for that purpose alone. A mass meet- 
ing of citizens will be called to advise the 
board jn this particular. | 

WALNUT ASSOCIATIONS MEET. 

An important meeting of the Walnut Grow- 
ers’ Association of Southern California was 
held Monday at Fullerton in this county. 
The Los Nietos, El Monte, Fuilerton, Tustin 
and Capistrano associations were represented 
by directors. Together the five associations 
will control three-quarters ‘of the walnuts 
which will be shipped from Southern Cali- 
fornia, 

The prices which the associations individ- 
ually established in September were agreed 
to by the convention. They will be 9 cents 
for soft-shells and 7% cents for the hard- 
shell nuts. 

A comparison of éstimates of this year’s 
crop showed that the crop of hard-shell 
walnuts will average three-quarters less than 
that of last year, while the crop of soft- 
shells will be about one-quarter short. 

THE RACE MEET. 

The Orange County Fair Company will 
open its programme on October 25 with a 
race between Silkwood and Klamath. This 
proposition was sanctioned at a meeting of 
the directors held Tuesday afternoon. 

The entries in several other races which 
did not fill at the previous date and which 
were reopened, have been received. The race 
for San Diego and Orange county horses has 
five good entries. There are seven entries in 
the half-mile run, and four in the hurdle 
race. It is probable that another race will 
be arranged between seven named horses be- 
longing to local horsemen, and there will be 
another race for Klamath. 

The programme of events has not been 
arranged, but it was decided to hold the 
free-for-all pace, in which Silkwood, Our 
Boy, Col. Benton and Searchlight are entered, 
on the last day of the meet.

SACKETT DECLARES THE CHARGES 
AGAINST HIM ARE BLACKMAIL. | 


Homeless Garbage Crematory—Own-_ 
ership of the Bay Horse Gold 
Mine in Dispute—Street-car Col- 
lision—Police Commission Meet- 
ing=—Military Survey. 


SAN DIEGO, Oct. 6.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The serious charges preferred 
against D. R. Sackett, a well-known com- 
mission man of this city, by little Clara 
Martin, have caused quite.a sensation and 
are the street talk of the town today. The 
friends of Sackett assert that the charges 
are a clear case of blackmail. On the other 
hand, the little girl is only about 14 years 
of age, and could not, her friends say, know 
the story she has told the officers without 
having experienced the brutal treatment to 
which she says she has been subjected. 
Sackett returned from Riverside ccunty 
yesterday, and in an interview today de- 
clared that the charges were blackmail, 
pure and simple. He states that the girl 
has been unruly and that the day she left 
he slapped her, because she would not mind 
him. He says that Mrs. Kelly, the woman 
who has interested herself in the cause of 
the girl, sent for Mr. Patterson, his busi- 
ness partner, and offered to settle the mat- 
ter for $2500. He further states that Mrs. 
Kelly told him that she saved a gir] in Los 
Angeles once and it cost the old duffer $1000. 
He admitted, however, that the girl had 
occupied the same sleeping apartments with 
him, but said that it was because she was 
afraid; that she was frightened by a tramp 
when they lived on Fourth street, and since 
that time she had been timid about being 


-alone in her room at night 


Sackett came to San Diego about six years 
ago from Chicago, and it is said that he is 
worth about $40,000. He is about 65 years old 
and during his residence here has borne a 
good reputation. 

The little girl has sued for damages in the 
sum of $10,000 actual damages and $19,000 ex- 
emplary damages, and costs of the suit. 

THAT GARBAGE CREMATORY. 

The ghost of the new garbage crematory 
is still flitting about in the Seventh and 
Eighth wards, and now it threatens invading 
other portions of the city. The resolution 
passed by the City Council a few evenings 
ago, asking the Dixon Crematory Company 
to focate the crematory at some other point 
than that already sclected, has been pre- 
sented to the company, and its apparent 
willingness to change the location, provided 
the city would reimburse it for the loss sus- 
tained by the change, has caused residents 
of the other wards to be on the qui vive lest 
a location shculd be made in their midst. 
No ward in the city wants the structure 
and nearly every property-owner will fight 
it, so the company may yet have to take 
to fhe woods to find an acceptable location. 

Another rousing meeting of Seventh and 
Eighth Ward residents was held Tuesday 
evening in Nobles Hall. Reports ef commit- 
tees were heard from which it may be 
judged that satisfactory results are being 
obtained. 

In the hope of getting the matter of loca- 
tion settled, Mayor Reed has called a special 
Session of the Council for Thursday evening 
of this week, at which nothing but the sub- 
ject of garbage is to be discussed. It prom- 
ise to be an interesting session. 

RICH MINING PROPERTY IN DISPUTE. 

The ownership of the Bay Horse gold mine, 
one of the richest that is now being worked 
in San Diego county, is in dispute, and the 
courts will probably be called upon to decide 
the rightful owner, or owners. The mine is 
being operated now ~ the Bay Horse Mining 
Company, and great hunks of gold are being 
extracted from the rock taken from the 
Bay Horse claim. 

But, according to the Yuma Sentinel, a 
resident of that popular summer resort, 
‘Capt. Polhamus, makes a substantial claim 
to the property. The captain states that he 
located two claims February 27, 1896, cover- 
ing the identical ground which the Bay 
Horse Company is new working, and had the 
same filed in San Diego at the County Re- 
corder’s office March 23, 1896. Ile also further 
states that he has complied with all the re- 
quirements of the mining law and that he 
has an abundance of. proof to substantiate 
his claim to the property. The Sentinel states 
that the captain will come to San Diego at 
once for the purpose of bringing action in 
the courts to recover possession of the prop- 


erty. 
STREET-CAR COLLISION. 

There was another street-car collision in 
this city Tuesday night, but no one was in- 
jured. The accident seems to have occurred 
either on account of carelessness on the part 
of employés, or a lack of system in thé man- 
agement of the road. Cars are permitted 
to run at a high rate of speed within a few 
feet of each other, thus. making it almost 
impossible to prevent a collision should the 
foremost car stop suddenly, which not infre- 
quently happens. 

The accident last night occurred at the 
corner of Fifth and H streets, where the car 
to the Coronado ferry had stopped abruptly 
for a passenger. Car No. 5, coming from the 
rear, apparently could not stop in time and 
crashed into the ferry car, smashing through 
the rear platform. The passengers were con- 
siderably shaken up, but no one was in- 
jured.

A FATAL WOUND. 


PAT SAVAU. SHOOTS BILL ROACH 
AT SAN PEDRO. 


The Men Quarreled Over a Money 

| Transaction, Savage Claiming 
His Victim Had Robbed Him of 
Ninety Dollars — The Shooter 
Arrested, 


‘At San Pedro last night a tailor 
named Patrick Savage shot and fatally 
wounded one William Roach. Savage 
Was arrested. 

The shooting occurred in the tailor 
‘ghop of Savage about 7 in the even- 
ing. The particulars obtained concern- 
ing the tragedy are meager, but the 
facts so far as learned are as follows: 
The two men have been dealing to- 
gether in ftvarious enterprises, some 


of which Savage evidently left entirely 


jn the hands of Roach, so far as the 
financial part was concerned. Savage 

_cleimed yesterday that Roach had 

-gstolen $90 from him, ‘and the latter 
hearing of the accusation, went to 
the shop. 

_ In the shop the men quarreled with 
the result stated. The bullet, which 
was from a revolver of large caliber, 
struck Roach in the abdomen and pen- 
etrated the cavity, cutting the intes- 
fines and inflicting a mortal wound. 

Savage was arrested immediately 
after the shooting, and is being held 
to await the result of his shot. Roach 
was cared for by friends, but the phy- 
sicians at a late hour last night pre- 
dicted he would not live until this 
morning. At last accounts he was sink- 
ing fast. 

Beyond reiterating that Roach had 
robbed him of $90, and had started to 
attack him, Savage would say nothing 
about the tragedy. 

Both men are well known in San 
Pedro, and Savage is also known here.
